Frayed Fcr ~cin in 


St. Louis. July ;2.—Sunday, the day 


Governor Dockery designated for fast- 
ing and prayer that the present drouth 
might end in Missouri, all records for 
hot weather in St_ Louis were broken, 
the weather bureau thermometer reg- 
istering 106 degrees in the shade. On 
the streets and In exposed places the 
mercury went several degrees higher. 
The high record heretofore was 106. 
made August 12. 1881. From T a. m., 
when the thermometer showed. 90 d»- 
grees, to 3:30 p. m_. Uie mercury 
steadily climbed. Hardly a »re*th of 
air stirred all day and the llttlo breeze 
that did circulate came an iron a fur- 
nace. The parks were thro&xed all 
day and late into the might by thou- 
sands who sought relief from the 
beat. The governor's yroclamation. to 
pray for rain was very generally heed- 
ed. The intense heat extended all over 
the state. At -different points the 
maximum temperature was as fol- 
lows: Kansas City, 104; Chilllcothe, 
114: 
Bowling Green. 112; Paris. 108; 


Monroe City. 107; Springfield. 100. 


Texas Cotton Crop. 


Houston. Tei.. July 22.—During the 


past three days reports of good rains 
have been received from about 150 
counties in Texas, about one half of 
them in the cotton-growing section. A 
group of large cotton-producing coun- 
ties in the central portion of the state 
has had no rain, but elsewhere the 
fall has been sufficient for the imme- 
diate noeds of the crop. Shedding is 
reported by some correspondents, so 
that the plant is small and is heavy 
laden by bolls. Picking -will begin in 
southwestern Texas during the com- 
ing week and the cotton is beginning 
to open freely in south central Texas. 
Sunday's rain extended well over the 
southern part of the state.

jury for nearly a month. Leading 
cheiciats of the country and expert 
coffee men have been called by the 
state and the defense. 


The leading wUness for the state of 


Ohio was Prof. G. A. Kirchmaier. a 
well-known chemist of Toledo. Mr. 
Kirchmaier 
has done other expert 


work for the state. His testimony 
was to the effect that he had made an 
analytical examination of the pack- 
age of Ariosa coffee purchased from 
Grocer White, and found that it waa 
glazed with a glutinous substance. 
Prof. 
Kirchmaier further 
testified 
that the coffee 
beans he examined 


contained an average of 300 bacteria. 
He testified OD the stand that he had 
made examinations of other coffees 
and found that 
bacteria were not 


present at all or in a small number. 
The testimony of Expert Kirchmaier 
was also to tbe effect that the glutin- 
ous glazing — which consists of eggs 
and sugar — was a favorable medium 
for the propagation of bacteria. Prof- 
Louis Schmidt, a Cincinnati chemist 
of wide experience, corroborated the 
testimony of Prof. Kirchmaier. 


Testimony of Experts. 


Arbnckle Brothers 
summoned to 


their aid some of the leading chem- 
ists of the -. or!d. Prof. H. W. Wiley, 
of the United States agricultural de- 
partment 
at Washington; 
Prot 


Vaughn, bacteriologist and chemist at 
the Ann Arbor University; Prof. Web- 
ber and Prof. Bleile. of tie Ohic 
State university, Columbus, all gave 
expert scientific testimony In behalf 
of Ariosa coffee. They nad made ex- 
aminations of different samples. Dr. 
Wiley had made a close inspection of 
the Ariosa factory at Brooklyn, and 
considered the process commercially 
correct. Dr. Wiley told of the mil- 
lions of eggs that were used by the 
Arbuckles every year in the prepara- 
tion of the glazing for the Ariosa 
brand of coffee. There are more than 
19 minions of eggs used, he said, pur- 
chased 
at 
the prevailing market 


price, although a supply is kept in 
cold storage for longer or shorter per- 
iods to guard against prices rising to 
high marks. Dr. Wiley did not make 
an examination of Anosa for bacteria, 
but he said that the glutinous coating 
undousteaiy was a favorable medium 
for the propagation of bacteria. 


The experts who heard Dr. Wiley's 


testimony were pleased to be able to 
'catch" so famous a chemist. The 
doctor at one pom: in his testimonv 
explained very clearly how it is that 
the egg put into the coffee pot by th» 
housewife settles the coffee. He said 
that the heat coagulates the egg, and 
as It sinks to the bottom of the pot it 
carries tbe fine particles of coffee with 
it, and thus clarifies the drink. It is 
tbe act of coagulation in the coffee 
pot that does the — ork. Later on in 
his crcss-eiaciinaticn. he had to ad- 
mit that when the egg was pat on 
Ariosa cofff-e <».t th^ factory ft became 
co-galate.i, .-cj as egg cannot be co- 
aguiaeeii but &!••«, t.ui the coating on 
coffee was or practically no value as 
a "settler" when it reached the coffee 
pot- 


Prof. Ble:le. aa expert chemist from 
the Ohio Staie university, said he 
found any number of lively bacteria 
on the Ariosa coffee beacs he exam- 
ined. 


The case has been one of decided In- 
terest and the verdict of the jury is 
awaited by dealers in coffee as well 
as by consumers. It is doubtful if a 
case was ever tried in the courts here 
which has been fought so stubbornly 
Brained counsel have been employed 
03 both sides. 


The attorneys for :he state of Ohio 
insist they have trade a good case, 
wniie tbe 1-wyers for the defense say 
that they »:11 prove beyond a ques- 
tion that Ariosa coffee glazed as 
it 
is is net 
narmful as the state sees 
fit to set forth. 


One of tbe setisatiuns of the long 
trial was a charge by Waiter Brown, 
attorney for the state of Ohia. against 
Arbockles. He ancoucced that the 
Arbuckles were guilty ef compound- 
ing a felony by guaraattaing to gro- 
cers that they (Abacklcs) would de- 
fend any 
criminal cases instituted 
against the»n by the pure food com- 
itH&sioa because of the sale of Arioaa 
coffee. 


In the event that the jury finds Gro- 
cer White griilty of a felony for sell- 
ing Aricsa coffee, it >s said Arbackles 
will carrv tbe case to tbe higkect 
court; and if the state of Okio is de- 
feated in this action an appeal alsa 
will be taken Pure Food Commission- 
er 
Blackburn says. 
"Tier* is no 
doubt in our minds but that Ariosa is 
sold contrary to law and we hare BO 
reason to belive that we a«T« instt- 
tated this caa« ia vaia."

ae«ro who had killed a white man. 


Arme4 negroes, none of whom was 


known, rode Into Cleveland and. stop- 
ping a party of three white men on 
the street, made threatening demon- 
strations. Being called upon to iden- 
tify themselves they answered by 
bringing their rifles into play. One of 
the negroes was killed on the spot. 
•aothvr was wounded and is reported 
to have been found on th« outskirts 
•f the town, and the others escaped, 
although it is supposed that more 
than three were hurt. They were arm- 
ad with Winchester rifles and were 
well mounted. 


The trouble grew out of the lynch- 


ing of Jesse Phillips, a colored preach- 
er. The negroes in this section are 
organized into "lodges." "secret or- 
ders," "protective societies" and such. 
and as Phillips was a leader among 
them it was feared that an attempt 
would be made to avenge his death. 


It has been decided that the break- 


ing up of these negro orders is neces- 
sary. and there Is no doubt that this 
decision will be enforced. 


Phillips shot and killed Lucius Reed. 


a plantation manager, in this city last 
Tuesday, was captured in the swamps 
near here and lynched by a mob of 
unknown men. Phillips was discov- 
ered in the swamps by bloodhounds. 
and while attempting to escape from 
the posse was shot in the leg. An of- 
ficer took the negro in charge and 
started for Cleveland to place him in 
JaiL About a mile from town a mob 
met the officer, and taking the negro 
from him brought him to the spot 
where Reed was killed and hanged 
hint to a telephone pole. So quietly 
was the negro hanged that the major- 
ity of the inhabitants of Cleveland did 
not know when the lynching occurred. 
The killing of Reed is believed to have 
have t>een a premeditated scheme on 
the part of the negroes. 


Siege Against Moonshiners. 


Nashville. July 22. — Reports from 


Monterey. Term., near which place an 
Internal revenue raiding party was 
ambuscaded by moonshiners Satur- 
day, say excitement in that district is 
c.t a high pitch. The natives seem to 
have generally sided with the moon- 
shiners and Collector Bell deemed it 
advisable to take his posse to Cooke- 
rille to await reinforcements, which 
left here this morning. Every deputy 
collector and deputy marshal, in the 
district was summoned to join in the 
raid. The moonshiners have boasted 
that they would not be taken alive. 
One of the outlaws. Frank Whittaker, 
died of wounds received in Saturday's 
fight, and that another. Will Hall, had 
his leg amputated as a result of a 
wound received in the same affray. 
Thomas Prince, the wounded deputy 
marshal, has been taken to his home 
in Sparta, while Corder Mackay, the 
wounded member of the posse, is at 
Cookeville and is reported to be in a 
critical condition. 


Juvenile Race Riot. 


Indianapolis, July 22.—While 10,000 


people were crowded under the trees 
at Falrview park a riot broke out bc- 
twe«n the Bungaloos, a local crowd 
of white boys, and some colored boys. 
The whites chased the colored boys 
into the main pavilion mad when the 
officers of the park protected them the 
Bnngaloos fired several shots and 
•toned and clubbed the crowd. The 
officers were powerless for two hours 
and telephoned to the governor for a 
company of militia. Failing to get 
the governor 15 poliremen were asked 
for and sent out. Charles Daniels, a 
bystander, was shot through the neck 
and may die. Two other young men 
were badly beaten with clubs and a 
dozen or laore women and children 
were hit with sticks and stones. An 
old fead between tha trhitc boys and 
the n«»gro boys caused the riot.
